Now a movement Is being nilvanced on t] 
theory that the only way the government can 
be stopped from squandering money and 
abusing its powers Is to place a Hmlt on tax- 
ation. The proposal calln (or a "2and amend- 
ment to the con.stlt\itloii" to limit tho powi:r 
of congress to Impose taxes on Income, In- 
heritances and ul'ts to a maximum rate <ir 
25 per cent, except In wartime. 

It may be surprlslnK to many of us to learn 
that 15 state lOKlslatures already have pasif 
a resolution which usJu congress to fiubmit 
this proposed amendment to the ,'itutcs foi' 
ratification, states which have adopted the 
resolution are WyomlnR, Rhode Island. Ml.i- 
slsslppl, Iowa, Maine, MMsacliusetls, Mlchi- 
gftn, Indiana, Arliansas. Delaware, Pennsyl- 
vania, Texas. Illinois, WIscon.sIn and A!u- 
bama. 

It is pointed out that the prnpo.^cd 25 per 
cent Umttatlon on taxes Is not iicccssmllv the 
exact figure that should be finally' establish- 
ed, but thut some definite line should be 
drawn to give our American economy a sound 
basis upon- which to rccsiabllsh ILs proErcss 

■ and confidence. 

All are agreed that nothing .should tnter- 
ferc with our present war effort, but a grow- 
ing sentiment contends that the propd.scd 
22nd amendment should have a definite 
place in all post-War planning, 

.In a brief in support of the proposal, Rob- 
ert B. dresser of Providence, R. I., sets out 
the purposes of thelimendment ns follows: 

1, To Increase the national wealth and 
over the years tho govcromcnt's revenue from 
taxation, and to deprive the federal govern- 
ment of the power IhrouRh unsound and con- 
fiscatory taxation to destroy the American 

' private enterprise system. 

2. To deprive the federal eovernment of 
the power through taxivUon to destroy tho 
American system of government by concen- 
trating all power In Washington and render- 

. Ing the states completely subservient to It. 
The proposal naturally brings up the ciuc;- 

: tlon as to whether such limitation of taxation 
would prevent raising enoueh revenue to bal- 
ance the post-war budget. Dresser has this 
answer: 

"Statistics of Income furnished by the 
treasury department years ago prove conclu- 
elvely that excessively high Income tax rates 
produce less revenue than moderate rates. 
Tliese statistics show that In spite of steadily 
IncrcasInB aggregate net Income of nil tax- 
payers for the years IQlfl through 1020, when 
. the maximum surtax rates went from 13 to 

■ C5 per cent, the number of large taxpayers 
diminished by 70 per cent. 

"On the other hand, over the period ol 
J024 through 102D, when the peak rate of 
surtax -was maintained at 20 per cent, the 
number ol large taxpayers increased over 400 
per cent. If we over expect to repay the na- 
tional debt, the lesson we have to learn is that 
cxcesstvely high tax rates arc not only de- 
structive ol enterprise but also of revenue. 
It ia only through a drastic reduction In tax 
rates and the elimination of waste and ex- 
travagance that we can hope to maintain a 
balanced budget after the war and pay the 
lederal debt." 

The nation is facing a post-war debt of 
perhaps 300 billion dollars, the interest 
charges on which arc likely to be at least six 
billion a year. This can only mean that all 
non-essential governmental expenditures 
must be eliminated and that evorythfng pos- 
Blble must be done to swell the national In- 
comB through productive work. - - . 

It la hoped that If a sufficient number of 
Btatea adopt the tax Ilnjjtatlon resolution and 
thus Indicate a substantial demand for the 
amendment, congress, without waiting for 
action by 32 states, will pa« the resolution by 
a two-thirds vote of both houses. Tho amend- 
ment -would then be submitted lor ratifica- 
tion by three-fourths ,oI the states as provid- 
ed by Article V of the constitution. 

It's a movement, we believe, which Idaho 
Etiould bo slvina scrtbus consWet&tlon.
